INTRODUCTION 



since 1989, the CMC has been entering data from the patient 
registers (green books) of healthworkers of CMC member committees. 
These represent approximately 3 500 healthworkers working in 
approximately 500 health facilities in rural Afghanistan. 

This report is intended to aid cross-border health agencies and 
donor agencies in the planning and implementation of their health 
operations. As major diseases are identified as reported from the 
field, training can be modified to conform to expected prevalences 
of disease. Also, medicine supply can be modified to better match 
the range and numbers of patients presenting with certain diseases. 
In addition, it is time for a hard look at the attribution of 
disease in regard to such factors as nutrition, water supply, 
sanitation, and stress in the lifestyle of rural Afghans living and 
getting sick in a homeland which is, politically, increasingly 
unsettled. The fundamental question for cross-border health 
providers, "To what extent do curative health services improve the 
health of rural Afghans?", is a question %hich until now, and 
despite this report, remains unanswered.

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REPORT SUMMARY 



This report is organized into 6 sections, with narrative summary by 
section in this Report Summary. Each of the 10 datasets which 
comprise the basis for this report contains 3000 entries, for a 
combined dataset of 30,000 entries. These are sampled in a 1:10 
ratio from all data entries in the green books, and so represent a 
picture of disease from 300,000 patient visits forthe period 1989- 
91. 

Green books were entered from healthworkers of SCA, NCA, MTA, MCI, 
IMC, and FM. These green books come from all areas of Afghanistan 
(see listing by province and pie graph. Section 5) . It also 
reflects different levels of practitioners, from graduate MD to 
first-aider (see list of practitioner levels. Section 3). 

Total number of books entered is 310 for an average of 96 sample 
entries per book, average 31 books per dataset. The RX database 
program, compatible with Database Ill-f, was adopted from MSH. 

The six sections are tabulations of results^ organized as follows: 

Sec 1. Listings of all disease prevalences 

Sec 2. Listings for specific diseases or disease types by age, 

sex, province, season, and/or committee for: 
Diarrheal Disease 
Suspected Malaria 
Suspected TB 
Women's Diseases 

Also, earlier reports of specific diseases 

Sec 3. Average Drug usage -by HW Level and by Committee 
Sec 4. Age-Sex Distribution of clinic patients 

Sec 5. Geographical distribution of 30,000 green book entries; 

detailed listing of green books used 
Sec 6. Reference section; showing disease counts and summary of 

data aggregated into ICD^Hisease categories. 

This is not an attempt to exhaustively summarize all available 
data. There is no look at party affiliation, length of HW 
experience, or analysis regarding cost or appropriateness of 
treatment, although all of these are available on computer. For 
the future, these are questions that CMC members may want to 
address. Multivariate analysis integrating more than one variable 
into the equation are beyond the scope of Database III+. 

The combined dataset contains 200 different disease entities 
organized into 20 groups according to the internationally 
recognized WHO International Classification of Disease (ICD) (see 
Section 6) .

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SECTION 1 : DISTRIBUTION OF DISEASE BY PRIMARY DIAGNOSIS 



Shows all diseases listed alphabetically with count and % of total. 
Also shows all diseases with count and % of total ranked according 
to reported prevalence. Note that trachoma, often overlooked, is 
ranked 30th. 

Further reporting on prevalence of disease aggregated by disease 
categories, with bar graph and pie graph. Note that Infectious and 
Parasitic Diseases and Respiratory System Disorders comprise almost 
half (47.65%) of all clinic visits. 

SECTION 2: REPORTED PREVALENCES OF SPECIFIC DISEASES 

DIARRHEA: 2 3 .86% of children age 0-4 are diagnosed with some type 
of diarrheal disease. Overall, 8.86% of all cases (children+ 
adults) are diagnosed with diarrhea. The seasonal variation shows 
an expected high prevalence in summer (11.77% in July) and low 
prevalence in winter (6.50% in December). Provincial reported 
prevalences range from 6.29% in Kabul province to 24.20% in Takhar 
province (unadjusted for age, season, HW leyel, etc.). 

MALARIA: Overall reported prevalence of 5.79%, ranked 3rd among 
all single disease prevalences. Malaria is usually diagnosed on 
the basis of signs and symptoms without laboratory confirmation. 
Malaria shows a strict annual cycle of a peak in July (10.02%) and 
trough in February (2.91%). Highest prevalences follow the 
historical geographical pattern of border provinces (Helmand, 
Kandahar, Laghman, Paktia, Zabul) and the northern plains (Balkh) . 

TUBERCULOSIS: Overall reported prevalence of .507%, with females 

age 15-59 having the highest prevalence of all age/sex groups at 
1.00%. Reasons for susceptibility of Afghan women to TB due to 
their domestic lifestyle are documented elsewhere in the 
literature. The reported prevalence of TB is generally constant 
throughout the year. The low of .132% in April and high of .794% 
in December are spurious fluctuations for ill-defined reasons. The 
highest reported prevalences came from Herat, Parwan, and Jowzjan 
provinces. Again, TB is usually diagnosed on thq basis of signs 
and symptoms without laboratory confirmation. Healthworkers are 
taught to refer TB patients for treatment. Anti-TB medications are 
not part of the standard medicines kits. 

WOMENS DISEASES: Although women comprise approximately half the 
population, they rarely report to clinics for womens diseases 
(.297%). IMC medics reported the highest prevalence at 1.13%, 
while the NCA HWs reported none (small NCA sample) . The NCA figure 
does not reflect the activity of Norwegian midwives who were active 
at the NCA facility, whose patients were referred by other NCA HWs 
also working at the facility. Kunar shows the highest prevalence 
of women's diseases, followed by Parwan. However, these are barely

AN EARLIER RECORD OF PREVALENCES OF DISEASE: This is a 

single sheet summary of certain diseases collected from reports of 
SCA, IMC, and MSF by the CMC in 1990. For comparison with figures 
presented in this report. 

SECTION 3: DRUG USAGE 

Aggregating the diagnoses for 30,000 clinic visits without 
discriminating for health worker level, there were 30,625 diagnoses 
(2.1% of visits resulted in more than one diagnosis). These 30,625 
diagnoses were treated with 64,589 medication prescriptions. 

Overall: 64,589 Rx/30,625 Diagnoses =2.11 Rx/Diagnosis 

By training level, dental doctors prescribed the most at 3.14 
Rx/Dx, while advanced mid-level HWs prescribed the least at 1.68 
Rx/Dx. 

By committee, NCA HWs prescribed the most at 3.06 Rx/Dx, while IMC 
HWs prescribed the least at 1.56 Rx/Dx. ^ 

An average of less than 2 medications per diagnosis is a reasonable 
amount, and argues against widespread overprescription and 
overconsumption of medications. However, not all prescriptions are 
necessarily entered, and patients are often given prescriptions for 
additional medications to purchase in the bazaar. There is no 
checking to see if quantities of medicines supplied by the 
committees match quantities of medicines prescribed by their 
healthworkers . 

NOTE #1: A HW' s prescription pattern is influenced by training, 
availability of medicine, patient severity of illness, and social 
pressures to prescribe. 

NOTE #2: The ratio of prescriptions/diagnosis figures convey 
nothing about the correctness of medicines prescribed. 

SECTION 4: AGE-SEX PROFILE OF CLINIC PATIENTS 

Overall, the clinic patient populations are 11% children age 0-4, 
18% children age 5-14, 16% women age 15 and above, and 55% men age 
15 and above. 

In the absence of information about clinic work settings, ie. 
village location as opposed to remote location as opposed to 
mujahideen post location, and about HW characteristics, eg. age and 
marital status, little inference can be drawn about variations in 
clinic patient populations. In general, it has been found that 
clinics in village locations treat more women and children.

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Clinics in isolated kararga (mujahideen post) settings treat mostly 
men. 

For this report no further breakdown of patient populations was 
undertaken, eg, differences among different committees* clinics, or 
among different training levels. A look at the component datasets 
contributed by different committees shows little variation in the 
above pattern. 

Women are underrepresented in clinic patient populations. 
Explanations for the reluctance of women to enter health clinics 
are well known. Women and children comprise almost half the total 
patient load, even though many women do not seek treatment in these 
clinics, particularly for gynecological/obstetrical complaints (See 
Section 2 . D. ) . 



SECTION 5: SOURCE INFORMATION FOR CMC DATASETS MO 

A pie graph shows the distribution of green books coming from six 
different regions of Afghanistan. Although a disproportionate 
share of books came from the Eastern border and Central regions, 
these regions have a similar disproportionate share of clinics and 
healthworkers (WHO Health Manpower Database) . For three provinces 
there were no green book records submitted to the CMC. 

A listing of all green books by province is provided for those who 
wish to look in more detail at health data at the district or 
village level, or who are interested in support committee, HW 
level, or party affiliation.

GENERAL REMARKS 

There is an absence of entries for certain disease/reporting 
categories in the CMC dataset. In part this may stem from a lack 
of HW training in use of the green books ^ and in part from the way 
in which Afghans utilize primary health services given the 
traditions of Afghan society. 

There are no entries for category 1.00, Preventive Health 
Services, which includes health education, well-baby checks, 
preinatal care, antenatal care, immunizations (these HWs do not 
immunize) , family planning services, child spacing services, and 
"nothing wrong". 

Neither are there entries for category 18.00, which is Perinatal 
Death and Injury, nor for category 20.00, Death/Mortality.

It is necessary to remind ourselves that the results presented in 
this report show only a picture of reported disease, subject to the 
weaknesses of green book data reporting methodology. Certainly the 
overall picture of epidemiology of disease in rural Afghanistan is 
somewhat different from that seen here, for aside from diseases 
which aren't reported anywhere, patients seek treatment from other 
sources of care such as hakims, shekest-e-bandA, mullahs, dais, and 
private practitioners. 

In any event, an attempt at gleaning data is better than guessing 
at it. We hope this report can serve as a useful. guide for those 
who are engaged in providing health services into Afghanistan, and 
who can at a future time be -able tq-compare new health and disease 
statistics with those that have befen generated here.
